ALL  IS  NOT  GOLD  THAT  GLITTERS. 


It  is  seldom  that  a  more  instructive  lesson,  either  to 
parents  or  children,  is  to  be  found,  than  is  contained  in 
the  following  extract  from  a  memoir  of  the  Rev.  Basil 
WooDD,  in  the  August  number  of  the  London  Chris¬ 
tian  Guardian. 


In  the  month  of  January,  1808,  a  much  attached  mem¬ 
ber  of  his  flock,  the  late  Lady  Robert  Manners,  pre¬ 
sented  him  to  the  living  of  Drayton  Beauchamp  in 
Buckinghamshire ;  memorable  ns  having  been  once 
held  by  the  celebrated  Richard  Hooker.  He  found  the 
parish  in  a  most  deplorable  state ;  the  Church  almost 
deserted,  rarely  more  than  from  half  a  dozen  to  twen¬ 
ty  individuals  assembling  on  the  Sabbath;  and  scarce¬ 
ly  a  child  in  the  parish  capable  of  reading  or  writing. 
By  the  blessing  of  God  on  his  pious  exertions,  his  au¬ 
ditory  rapidly  increased,  soon  amounting  to  from  four 
to  five  hundred.  Numbers  flocked  to  him  from  the 
neighbouring  town  of  Tring,  and  other  surrounding 
villages,  delighted  to  listen  to  the  glad  tidings  of  sal¬ 
vation,  from  the  lips  of  one  whose  spirit  and  conduct 
so  richly  adorned  the  doctrines  h^inculcatcd. 

In  this  secluded  spot  he  was  wont,  for  many  years,  to 
spend  a  portion  ofthesummerand  autumn,  happy  in  dis¬ 
charging  the  meek  duties  of  a  village  pastor,  and  intro¬ 
ducing  amongst  his  rustic  flock  those  little  treatises  of 
piety  which  he  had  been  accustomed  to  circulate  on  a 
more  extended  scale  when  in  the  metropolis.  While 
thus  refreshing  the  souls  of  men,  in  this  his  more  retired 
sphereof  labour,  he  found  his  own  spirit  reinvigorated, 
and  his  strength  from  time  to  time  renewed,  for  the 
resumption  of  his  more  laborious  services  in  town. 

In  this  delightful  course  of  unremitted  and  useful 
labour  he  was  proceeding  from  year  to  year — “  blessed 
and  a  blessing” — when  that  atmosphere  of  joy,  in 
which  he  had  appeared  hitherto  to  breathe  in  undis¬ 
turbed  tranquillity,  began  to  assume  a  lowering  aspect, 
and  to  indicate  a  threatening  storm;  as  though  to 
prove  that  uninterrupted  happiness  is  not  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  this  world  of  sin  and  suffering,  even  by  the 
most  devoted  and  highly-favoured  servant  of  God.  His 
own  words  will  best  describe  the  painful  reverse  of 
experience  now  referred  to.  Alluding  to  Mr.  Way’s 
large  legacy,*  he  says,  “Alas!  how  little  capable  we 
are  of  appreciating  what  is  really  beneficial.  My 
dear  son,  a  lovely,  amiable  youth  of  seventeen,  was 
so  dazzled  by  this  increase  of  property,  that  it  relaxed 
all  the  sinews  of  exertion,  ensnared  him  with  gay,  dis¬ 
sipated  society,  and  eventually  brought  him  to  the  si¬ 
lent  grave.  His  uncle.  General  Woodd,  had  most 
kindly  appointed  him  a  cornet  in  his  regiment  in 
Bengal.  His  name  had  appeared  in  the  gazette, 
and  he  was  desirous  of  entering  the  service.  I 
had  seen,  in  my  youth,  sufficient  in  the  army  to 
make  me  dread  military  life,  especially  with  a  pliable 
disposition  like  his;  and  I  entreated  him,  as  a  special 
regard  to  my  feelings,  not  to  proceed.  With  great 
affection  he  yielded  to  my  importunity,  and  resigned 
the  commission.  In  1805  he  directed  his  studies  to 
surgery  ;  and,  alas  !  how  little  can  human  foresight  de¬ 
termine  what  is  best.  The  gaiety  of  his  animal  spirits, 
and  the  profligate  society  to  which  his  profession  ex¬ 
posed  him,  led  him  to  those  habits  of  dissipation  which 
made  havoc  with  his  constitution,  and  he  died  of  pul¬ 
monary  consumption  on  the  19th  of  March,  1811,  at 
the  early  age  of  twenty-three.” 

Tho  memoir  of  this  lamented  young  man,  inserted 
in  the  present  volume,  clearly  evinces  that  however 
painful  were  the  circumstances  preceding  his  last  ill¬ 
ness,  there  was  yet  hope  in  his  death  ;  and  the  narra¬ 
tive  nfftrds  important  instruction  to  Christian  parents, 
with  reference  to  their  conduct  towards  their  chil¬ 
dren. 

“  I  was  accustomed,”  says  Mr.  W.  “  once  a  week, 
at  the  time  of  family  prayer,  to  examine  my  children 
upon  the  Church  catechism,  with  a  brief  explanation 
of  it,  and  a  summary  of  doctrine  and  duly  in  the  words 
of  Scripture,  abridged  from  Bishop  Gastrell’s  Christian 
Institutes.  Afterwards,  as  they  grew  up,  sections 
from  the  Bible  were  substituted,  and  also  once  a  week 
they  composed  a  short  theme  or  essay  on  some  reli¬ 
gious  subject;  in  addition  to  which,  on  Saturdays,  I 
read  and  explained  to  them  some  suitable  treatise  on 
a  religious  subject,  such  as  Robinson’s  System  of  Di¬ 
vinity,  Scott’s  Essays,  &c.  The  beneficial  tendency 
of  this  early  instruction  appeared  in  its  effects.  The 
subject  of  this  memoir,  at  the  age  of  eight  years,  was 
no  stranger  to  religious  reflection.  At  that  early  pe¬ 
riod  he  took  great  delight,  when  alone,  in  reading  that 
excellent  little  work.  Bishop  Kenn’s  Manual  for  Win¬ 
chester  Scholars.  His  sincerity  in  these  private  de¬ 
votions  I  can  have  no  doubt  of,  because,  though  he 
knew  the  pleasure  such  a  circumstance  must  ha^te  af¬ 
forded  me,  yet  he  never  mentioned  it,  nor  did  I  know 
it  till  he  was  upon  his  death-bed.  He  then  told  me  how 
very  serious  his  mind  had  been  at  that  period,  and 
added,  ‘  You  borrowed  that  book  of  me,  and  forgot  to 
return  it,  and  I  was  so  shy  and  reserved  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  religion,  that  I  could  not  ask  for  it  again.’ 

“  I  mention  this  trivial  incident  as  a  hint  to  parents 
to  furnish  the  chambers  of  their  children  with  a  Bible, 
and  a  few  select  and  instructive  religious  books.  They 
will  probably  read  them  oflener,  and  with  more  atten¬ 
tion,  when  no  eye  sees  them,  than  when  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  and  under  the  inspection  of  their  parents.” 

We  must  not  however,  enlarge  our  extracts  from 
the  interesting  account  of  Mr.  Basil  Owen  Woodd, 
though  at  the  same  time  we  strongly  recommend  its 
careful  perusal,  both  to  parents  and  to  young  persons 
who  may  very  possibly  be  exposed  to  similar  tempta¬ 
tions  with  this  young  man,  and  who  may  learn  from 
his  case  that  the  end  of  these  things  is  death.

me,  and  departed.  In  the  course  of  the  day,  Mr.  M. 
said  to  me:  “I  saw  the  man  whom  you  directed  to 
me;  he  was  not  content  with  one  Bible;  he  wanted 
three;  I  hesitated  to  give  them,  because  he  had  not 
money  to  pay  for  them ;  at  last  I  yielded  to  his  impor¬ 
tunity,  but  if  I  may  judge  from  his  exterior,  I  much 
fear  that  my  Bibles  are  lost.” 

0,  what  a  rash  judgment  we  had  formed !  M - , 

(this  is  the  man’s  name,)  had  at  first  intended  to  take 
but  one  Bible ;  but  on  seeing  a  great  number  at  Mr. 
M.’s,  he  thought  of  his  relations  and  friends.  To  car¬ 
ry  to  them  the  Book  of  God ! — this  idea  filled  him 
with  joy,  and  if  he  could  have  been  permitted,  hej 
would  have  taken  many  more  than  three  of  them,  and 
for  an  end  very  different  from  that  for  which  we  sus¬ 
pected  him. 

Poor  M - ,  a  Catholic  and  a  lace-maker,  hasten¬ 

ed  away  with  his  Bibles.  Some  time  had  elapsed  and 
I  had  entirely  forgottei  him,  when  Mr.  M.,  more 
faithful  than  I  in  the  service  of  his  Master, said  tome: 
“Do  you  know  that  M - walks  well,  and  that  I  be¬ 

lieve  him  to  be  converted  1”  How,  replied  I,  that  man 
to  whom  you  gave  the  Bibles  some  time  ago? — “The 
same ;  I  kept  sight  of  lim,  and  visited  him ;  and  now 
he  proclaims  the  Gospel  to  a  multitude  of  Catholics, 
who  meet  at  his  houseafter  their  meals.”  At  these 
words,  I  felt  a  pain  ill  stricture  round  my  heart. 
Wretch !  1  said  to  myielf,  the  Lord  had  a  soul  which 
he  would  save  in  thy  Church,  and  foreseeing  thy  un¬ 
faithfulness,  he  caused  Mr.  M.  to  come  one  hundred 
and  fifty  leagues,  to  Jo  this  work.  I  received  a  most 
impressive  lesson,  I  prayed  Mr.  M.  to  bring  this  man 
to  me.  He  came.  To  describe  the  feelings  of  his 
soul,  which  lighted  up  his  features,  and  spoko  on  his 
gestures,  is  for  me  impossible.  His  soul  was  filled 
with  the  “first  love.”  I  could  not  for  a  moment 
doubt  the  rjality  of  his  conversion.  I  took  notice 
that  many  passages  of  his  New  Testament  were  un¬ 
derlined.
